2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Babin. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claim- 
ing the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner re- 
quired by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or op- 
erational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sen- 
tence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 
that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is 
an omnibus type claim.

6. The specification are objected to because the drawings and drafts therein should 
be removed there from and provided on separate sheets. A proposed drawing correc- 
tion or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandon- 
ment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.
